cost of fuel and laundry supplies, an/I 
the heavy advance In living expenses 
necessitating an increased salary to 
all laundry workers, the laundry pro- 
prietor.- of Reno have decided thai 
they aro compelled to adopt a new 
schedule of prices which will be ef- 
fective March 1, 1907. 


Yesterday, the 
hotels, 
hospitals, 


restaurants, and many of the resi- 
dence 
customers 
who 
place their 


linen in bulk with the laundries 
re- 


ceived nntiflcatlon of the change 
in 


rat-'S that is to be, and some of them 
have not sent a grateful acknowledge- 
ment. 


Tho-c who will feel the effect of 


the impending rise most are the hotel 
proprietors. 
In some of the larger 


hostplrie-s the 
laundry "bill at the 


schedule that is to be, will run close 
to four figures monthly, and natural- 
ly the m.'va who foots the bills is not 
pleased with the proposed scale. Not 
all of the patrons are of the same 
mind, however, and some conceded 
the right of the laundries to raise the 
rates, on tho score of increased ex- 
pense. 


The manager of one of the prin- 


cipal hotels 
said, in regard to 
the 


matter: 
"We do not feel like blam- 


ing the laundries, as we appreciate the 
fact that both labor and supplies aro 
more Expensive than last year, 
at 


the same time it is a large item with 
u •, and as we are not in a position 
to rai'e our rates to make up the 
difference, we are seriously contem- 
plating the installation of our own 
laundry." 


Most of the indignation over the 


increased rates comes from the lessor 
patron who has just enough linen to 
qualify it as bulk, which formerly 
went on a flat rate, at something like 
40 per cent less tnan the rate schedul- 
ed for March and henceforth. 


The laundries in the combine to 


raise tho rates are the Reno, United 
States and the Troy. 


Manager J. Mlramon of tho Reno, 


in explaining the proposed change ofi 
rates, said: 
"We were compelled to I 


raise the rates on this class of work | 
or suspend business. 
In 1905, we 


were buying wood at $2.75 per corJ 
which costs u:- now, f. o. b. cars herd,
